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CURIOUS NAVAN CASE. 
(BEFORE MR. d 9, h-i a AND MA, 


Mr. Battersby, K.C,, with whom was Mr. 
White (instrueted by Messrs. John Clark and 
Ce.) applied on behalí oí the Rector and 
churchwardens of St. Mary's Church, Navan, 
for a mandamus against the Urban District 
Council of Navan directing the Council to 
repair portion of the road at Bridge street, 
Navan. 

Counsel said that a conditional order 
already had been made against the Navan 
Urban District Council, and what was re- 


wall which had fallen down on the side o 
the road. That retaining wall obviously was 

ilt at the time that a cutting was made 
through the hill sloping from the church- 
‘ard {fo the River Boyne. When the cutting 
was made it was necessary to support the 
arthwork, which was perpendicular, just out- 
ide the churchyard, and for that purpose, his 
‘tients said, the wall was built hy the County 
Council, or whatever body constructed the 
road. The wall was built to a height of some 
ten or twelve feet from the read to the surface 
of the churchyard, preventing the falling 
down of the graves which were close to the 
wall into the road “In 1825 portion of this 
wall fell, and in doing so it practically ex: 
posed some of the graves that were actually 
on the edge of what was this cliff. Debris 
fell into the readwav, and the Urbain Council 

it up a barricade of timber to prevent the 
mank from falling down. That was entirely 
insufficient. The Council admitted that it 
was insufficient; for thev called on the Select 
Vestry to repair the wall that had fallen, but 
the Select Vestry contended that the wall was 
erected by the Council's predecessors, the 
Grand Jury, and that it was either the County 
Council or the Urban Council that was re- 
sponsible. and not the Select Vestry. The 
Select Vestry was summoned by the Urban 
Council, and the summons was dismissed 
because a question of title arose. 

Mr, Martin Maguire; K.C., who, with Mr. 
Meonan. (instrueted by Mr. T. C. Crinion), 
appeared for the respondents, submitted that 
these whole proceedings were entirely mis- 
conceived, and that a prerogative writ of 
mondamus would not go where there 
was any other remedy, and here there were 
two remedies open, equally convenient and 
equally suitable. The applicants could bring 
an action for a declaration that the respon- 
dents were bound to repair, and asking for an 
order that they do repair, or an action for 
damages; but they had done neither. A 
mundamus did not lie het, because that was 
open Only to ratepayers in their capacity as 
ratepayers. It was obvious that what was at 
the hottom of this was that the Church Body 
wanted the wall built at the expense of the 
ratepayers, and that this was simply a dis- 
pute between two public bodies as to which 
should be at certain expense as to a certain 
boundary wall, The burial ground could have 
been vested in the sanitary authority under 
the provisions of Section 26 of the Trish 
Church Act of 1869, and if it had been trans- 
ferred the sanitary authority would have 
become liable for its maintenance: but here 
the Church Body did not transfer the burial 
ground, but kept it vested in themselves 
Mr, Justice Sullivan said that, ij appear- 
ing to the Court that the only application be- 
fore them was an application in. connection 
with the rebuilding of the wall, afd as it 
Was an application obviously made by and 
on behalf if the Representative Church Body, 
and as there was no matter in issue except 
this question of liability to build the wall. 
it did appear to. them that Mr. Maguire's 
argument was well founded, namely, that the 
application was being made simply as an in 
cident in a dispute between the Select Vestry 
ahd the Urban Council as to which was 
liable to repair the wall as owners. Having 
referred to the judgment of Chief Baron 
Eallas, in the case of Lynham v. Cork County 
Ceunctl, which had been quoted, he said that 
the Court had come to the conclusion that 
the conditional order should be discharged 
and the cause shown allowed. 

Mr. Justice Hanna coneurred, and added 
that they were giving no opinion as to the 

sition of the Navan Urban District 
jouncil in this dispute. 

The application was accordingly refused,

COUNSEL AND THE ATTORNEY-

Mr. Bewley (instructed by the Chief State

lt appeared that a boy named Coghlan 
had been sent by Mr, Cooper, District 
Justice, to an industrial school, to remain 
uptil August, 1925, when he would have 
reached the age of 16 Years. The boy 
escaped from the school, was re-arrested, 
and under the Children’s Act was brought 
before Mr. Cussen. Mr. Cussen, having in- 
quired into the matter, came to the con 
clusion that he ought not to re-commit the 
boy to a reformatory school, he béing then 
over 14 years of age, and placed him on 
ON as he had employment. The State 
veld that this order was made without juris- 
diction, and that the boy should have been 
committed to a reformatory under the 
Chiitdren’s Act, and that the Probation of 
Offenders’ Act did not apply. 

It transpired during the arguments that 
the boy was now over 16, and that even if 
the order of mandamus did issue it would 
be of no effect. ' 

Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by Mr. E. 
H. Burne), who appeared for Mr. Cussen, 
said that in this particular case the Attorney 
General had departed from the custom of 
appointing a counsel and sglicitory to support 
him, and had thrown the order at the Dis 
trict Justice to support, himself, if he se 
desired. Such a course was opposed to the 
spirit of the Act, and the arguments used in 
the Dail when the Courts of Justice Act was 
goitig through. It was in the nature of bully- 
ing the District Justice for the Attorvey- 
seneral to say to the District Justice that if 
he wanted to support his own order he must 
du so at bis own expense, 

Me. Justice Hanna said that he thought it 
was perfectly monstrous that any District 
Justice should have to suppor# his own orders 
at his own expense. If that were to apply 
to every branch of the Judiciary he did not 
knew what would happen. | « 

The Court made no rule on the tmoation. 
and, having regard to the special cirenm- 
stances mentioned, allowed Mr. Cussen his 
costs.

(DEFORE MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, MR.

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the plaintiff from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Meredith in the test case of Leydon ¥. 
Attorney-General and others. which involved 
inter alia the important question of the per: 
manence ofthe scale of salary of the Irish 
National teachers, as fixed by the award of 
the Civil Servite Arbitration Board in 
Navember. 1920. 

The claim made at the trial of the action 
before Mr. Justice Meredith, and in this

Irish Transport. 

The National Transport Congress, which 
was organised by the Irish Motorists’ 
Union and Transport Development Federa- 
tion, began its deliberations in Dublin 
yesterday. The aim of its promoters is, 
in the first instance, to focus public atten- 
tion on the.vital value of efficient trans- 
port to the nation, and they are to be 
congratulated on their enterprise in having 
organised the first Congress of its kin 
that ever has been held. Numerous: papers 
were read yesterday, and almost every 
aspect of the transpert problem was con- 
sidered. All interests were represented. 
Although the Congress has been convened 
by motorists, railwaymen, shippers, and 
representatives of the Irish farmers were 
invited to state their views, with the result 
that the discussion was extremely frank, 
and, for that reason, extremely useful. 
Irish transport never has been organised 
properly. Railways and roads, harbours 
and canals are. working independently of 
one another. Instead of intelligent: co- 
operation, as Surgeon MacArdle remarked, 
there is “blind . rivalry” between the 
several carz:ying services, with inevitable 
over-lapping and considerable wastage 
both of energy and funds. The promoters 
of the Congress are anxious to secure the 
establishment of a National Commission 
to inquire into the whole matter. Our 
Irish railways are in a most parlous condi- 
tion. Their plight is reacting on agri- 
culture, the depression of which reacts 
again on the railways, and a yicious circle 
has been created which threatens to engulf 
the whole economic being of the country 
in its revolutions. In the meanwhile the 
roads, which ought to be useful auxiliaries 
of the railways, are becoming ruined by 
heavy motor traffic. The Free State high- 
ways were not built to carry weighty 
lorries, and their condition has become so 
bad that they were described recently as 
a “ continuous chain of pot-holes.’’ . Rail- 
ways and roads alike, therefore, are falling 
into decay for want of a definite policy. 
The roads are being treated in a hap- 
hazard and altogether unsatisfactory. way. 
In England every mile of highway costs 
£200 per annum to maintain; the figure 
in the Free State is £40. It is all very 
well to say that the Free State cannot 
afford to maintain good roads; but they 
are essential parts of its productive power, 
and, if they are neglected, the whole trade 
of the country must suffer, The co-ordina- 
tion of road and railway is of the most 
vital importance to the national welfare. 
By laying stress on this fact the National 
Transport Congress has done excellent 
work. 

We have urged repeatedly that the 
problem of transport in Ireland offers an 
admirable. opportunity for co-operation 
between the two Irish Governme?ts. In 
the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day there was an important debate on 
roads, and it is obvious that Northern 
Ireland and the Free State are faced with 
identical difficulties. From every point of 
view a common policy would be desirable. 
Much of the Free State’s agricultural 
produce is exported via Northern ports; 
the traffic between the two’ States is very 
great, and»we hope*that it will become 
greater with the progress of time. It is

A week. ago we remarked that the defeat 
of .Marshal Chang Tso-lin, the military 
vuler of Maichuria, so.far from bringing 
peace to China,. might bring armies into 
the field. . It is reported to-day that the 
military “ruler of Shan-si,. a province 
hitherto peaceful, has decided to attack 
the. “Ch ‘st:an General,’’ Feng Hu-siang, 
and is marching towards Peking from the 
West. . this new factor in the situation 
may affect the position in Manchuria. 
One report ys tlt the Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin’s defeated forces are retreating 
from Mukden, looting as they go; but 
another report states’ that. heavy fighting 
has begun near the Manchurian capital, 
indicating that a stand has been made. 
The gravest news from the East, however, 
comes from Tokio, where it is announced 
that Japanese troops are being moved 
hurriedly into Manchuria, and that a 
warning has bec issued to the quarrelling 
Chinese ‘actions that no fighting will be 
allowed within gun-range of the South 
Manchurian railway or near the Japanese 
zone. If th> Japanese forces should be 
obliged to <ct in defence of Japanese 
interests, there might be large and serious 
developments of the conflict. Japanese 
ambitions in. Manchuria are not bounded 
by the (present sphere of Japanese 
influence. Meanwhile, China tends to 
break into wholly independent provinces. 
Unity is no nearer than it was a year ago, 
but rather made more difficult of attain- 
ment by the blood feuds which have 
multiplied during a period of virtual 
anarchy.

THE SAFEGUARDING 
PROPOSALS. 


DRUNKEN MOTOR DRIVERS. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
Questions to-day were not 


interesting, and the attendance suffered as a 
consequence. The one concern of the Govern- 
ment now is to end. the session as speedily as 
possible, and the Prime Minister indicated 
that the prorogation will take place on Mon- 
day or Tuesday next, 

Mr. Baldwin was questioned as to the 
prospects of the Money Lenders Bull, ia 
ohhh 2 goo! many members are interested, 
but he made it quite plain that no time 
could be found for it this session, at all 
events. Commander Kenworthy still showed 
some <issatisfaction with the oa 
made for filming the signing of the Locarno 
Treaty, and was curious to know whether 
the company concerned had paid any money 
to the Government for their exclusive rights. 
Mr. Ronald McNeill replied that no royalties 
wer payable; but he added that he might be 
able to do better next time. 

The discussion on the safeguarding pro- 
posals of the Government, in relation to 
cutlery, gloves and gas: mantles, is púrsuing 
its wearisome course. This is the seventh 
day on which the Opposition has been en- 
gaged in a hopeless fight on the duties, and 
it still persists in putting forward amend- 
ments which have ‘not the slightest chance 
of being accepted by the Government. This 
evening Mr. Walter Runciman urged that, 
whatever case might be made out for cutlery 
generally, implements which were normally 

by workmen in the course of their 
employment ought to be exempted. He was 
supported by Commander Kenworthy, who 
sail that the putting of a duty on the tools 
of workmen was wholly contrary to the spirit 
of the law, which prohibited distraint upon 
the means by which many people gained their 
livelihood. 

Sir B. Chadwick characterised the argu- 
ment as absurd and trifling, when advanced 
against the benefits which the Government 
was anxious to give to the cutlery industry, 
and he chaffed the Liberal members upon 
having lost’ all sense of proportion. The 
amendment was lost by 224 votes to 137. 

Sheffield was very much in evidence during 
the discussion of an amendment, moved by 
Mr. Lees Smith, to exempt razors and their 
component parts from the operation of. the 
duty. The point sought to be made by the 
supporters of the proposal was that, as Shef- 
field supplied America with the steel out of 
which the American razors were made, the 
duty would operate to the disadvantage of the 
Sheffield workers: The President of the 
Board of Trade was.quite unable to appre- 
ciate the force of the argument. It was not, 
he said, that Sheffield could not face Ameri- 
can competition in the razor line, but that its 
manufacturers were up against the article 
sg in Germany, where the conditions of 

hour were so different from our own. The 
amendment was defeated by 226 votes to 1235. 

Other amendments were disposed of, the 
schedules were adopted, and the committee 
stage of the bill was concluded, and it passed 
report without amendment. 

The House adjourned at 12.30. 

BILLS IN THE LORDS, 

Several bills sent up from the Commons 
were advanced a stage in the House of Lords. 
Among them was the Criminal Justice Bill, 
to which Earl Russel moved an amendment, 
providing that a conviction for drunkenness 
when in charge of a motor vehicle should 
automatically carry with it a twelve months’ 
licence disqualification. 

Lord Carson was in favour of a more 
stringent penalty, and suggested that justice 
would only be done by the delinquent’s 
being sent to prison, without the option of 
a fine. 

The Lord Chancellor had no sympathy with 
the drunken driver, but his view was that 
too severe a measure might defeat the end in 
view. If magistrates had their hands too 
tightly tied they might conceivably on occa- 
sion decline to convict at all. The majority 
of their logdships came to the conclusion that 
Earl Russell’s proposal was only reasonable, 
and agreed to it by 47 votes to 37.

HIS CHURCH MUSIC. 

A Sunday seldom passes in Dublin without 
the at one or the other of tlie 
Cathedrals, of some the Church music 
written by Stewart, and preserved in the 
Cathedral libraries. A great deal of what 
hé wrote, for secular and for ecclesiatical 
use, was never printed, and, outside the 
Dublin Cathedrals, virtually nothing of his 
composition has been kept alive. The Dublin 
University Choral Society, which had pro- 
duced the cantata, ‘‘ The Eve of St. John,” 
under the composer's direction in 1861, re- 
peated it fifty years’ later; but by then it 
was quite out of fashion. 

Sir Robert Stewart died in his 69th year, 
on March 24th, 1894. The statue of him in 
Leinster Lawn, near the wall of the National 
Gallery, was unveiled in 1898, and there are 
memorials in the Cathedrals. A musical 
succession is maintained at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral and in Dublin University Choral 
Society for the late Dr. Charles G. Marchant, 
who succeeded Sir Robert Stewart at the 
Cathedral, and in the conductorship of the 
Society, was his pupil and assistant, and Dr.

the companion of his youth and maturer 
years, was descended from an ancient and 
illustrious family, and that some of his 
ancestors were Knights of the Garter in the 
time of Henry VIII., proceeds to give a 
sketch of Lord Powerscourt of the most 
fascinating character, depicting, albeit un- 
consciously, the conditions of society and of 
public life in Great Britain and Ireland at 
the time. ‘Of the nobleman,’’ writes Mr. 
Hardy, ‘‘ whom I have occasion now to men- 
tion, the sentiments of all who had the happi- 
ness of being known to him were uniform and 
unvaried. is generosity and magnificence, 
his engaging, snaffected conversation, the 
lively energies of his mind were almost gene- 
rally felt and acknowledged. 

“That this colouring is not overcharged 
many who are still living (Mr. Hardy was 
writing in 1812) can bear ample testimony. 
He was distinguished among his associates 
and those who, having long survived him, 
idolised his memory by the appellation of 
the French Lord, an epithet not of frivolity, 
but acquired merely by his long residence in 
France, where his agreeableness, his vivacity 
and courteous, easy manners rendered him 
universally liked, and with some of the prin- 
cipal personages of Louis XV. he was a par- 
ticular favourite. In London he was equally 
relished, and whether there or in Dublin con- 
versing with men of sense and the world, 
entertaining a brilliant circle of both sexes at 
Powerscourt, or again returning to the society 
of Paris: he captivated all ranks of people. 
He seemed to exist only to please and render 
those about him contented. ... He listened 
reluctantly and supinely at first, but still he 
listened to the voice of his sib which 
told him that the duties of public life should 
take their turn also, and had a predominant 
claim on those who, like him. to high birth 
and station added what was of far more oo- 
sequence to the community—the powers of a 
strong and cultivated mind. 

“ Accordingly, he for some time attended 
the (Irish) House of Lords. But he soon dis- 
covered that, although he wished to engage 
in business, the Upper House of the Irish 
Parliament was, of all places upon earth, the 
most unpropitious to any such laudable pur- 
suit, An ungenerous and unwise policy had 


day interrupted the proceedings of the House, 
rismg in the midst of a debate on a pro- 
iracted question in relation to the privileges 
of the ion to announce that the wife of 
the Father of the House had pr&ented him 
with a son, and that he felt that every- 
thing that affected the happiness of the 
Father of the House was of an interest so 
absorbing to its members that he was justitied 
in the departure from ordinary rule 
in making the announcement, which was 
received with tumultuous cheers—the 
offender against the rules escaping not only 
with impunity but acquiring great popularity. 

Mr. Coke, who was an intimate friend of 
George Il. and bad repeatedly refused 
peerages or other honours, frequently re- 
quested favours for others. George LIl., who, 
had a pleasant wit, when Coke pressed for a 
peerage for a friend, said: ' Now, Coke, if 
you worry me more with these applications, 
by heavens I will knight you.”’ r. Coke 
was eventually created, not a bron nor a 
viscount, but an earl—the Ear! of Leicester— 
and Lord Powerscourt is his grandson. 

The late Viscount Powerscourt supplied an 
object lesson of one of the EE “Ó with 
which the Irish Representative Peerage 
abo ‘nds. In 1865 he was elected an Irish 
Representative Péer. Twenty years after- 
wards he was created a Peer of the United 
Kingdom, with a hereditary seat by virtue 
of that peerage in the House of Lords. 
Lord Powerscourt would naturally te sup- 

sed to vacate his trish Represen‘ative 

eerage on becoming a peer with a hereditary 

seat in the House of Lords, and thereby to 
enable another Irish peer interests a seat 
in the House of cans by election to an 
Irish Representative Peerage to obtain a 
seut for life in that assembly. But, strange 
to say, an lrish Representative Peer cannot 
resign. His election is for life, and a 
vacancy in the Irish Representative Peerage 
is only created by death or forfeiture or, 
under a recent Statute, by bankruptcy. 

Lord Powerscourt remained till his death 
in 1004 an Irish Representative Peer, 
although for nearly twenty years he was a 
Peer of the United ingdom with a 
hereditary seat in the House of Lords.
